Crawford County Sheriff’s 
Deputies said it will be a couple 
of weeks before some answers 
are available for why a man was 
killed after being struck while 
walking .on M-72 West last 
week. 

Neil Louis Pearce, 50, of Mio, 
was killed on Wednesday, Jan. 
17, when he was struck in a 
pedestrian-vehicle hit and run 
accident. 

The accident occurred late 
Wednesday, but Pearce’s body 


| was not discovered — until 
Thursday morning. 
An employee from the 


Grayling Hospital for Animals 
notified police of the body 
around 7:50 a.m. Deputies 
arrived on the scene along with 
ambulance personnel who deter- 
mined that Pearce was deceased. 
As police gathered evidence. 
1 at the scene, they were able to — 
determine that paint and parts at 
the scene belonged to a 1990s 
q model Chevrolet pick-up. A 
7 deputy from the accident scene, 
who was going off duty, was 
able to locate the truck. 
Deputies Shon Chmielewski 
and Jason Alexander, the sher- 
iff’s department’s accident 
investigator, examined the pick- 
up and contacted its owner at his, 
home. The 46-year-old, long 
time Grayling Township resi- 
dent, who is cooperating with 
the accident investigation, ‘told 
deputies he was traveling west- 
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at Hanson Hills skiing with friends.

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Citizens 
protest 
clear 
cutting

Crawford County 
Commissioners said they would 
give further consideration to a 
request from citizens and con- 
servationists who are asking for 
a resolution of support to protest 
Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) har- 
vesting in the region. 

Area citizens, conservation- 
ists and officials representing 
northeast Michigan counties 
attended the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners meet- 
ing last week. The group is ask- 
ing the board to send a resolu- 
tion to the DNR, seeking them 
to place a moratorium on clear 
cutting in the region. 

Jim Clement, a Crawford 
County resident, said recent 
clear cutting of forest land is 
devastating the recreational and 
scenic value of the area. 

“It’s just rampant and raging 
everywhere,” Clement said. 

Clement said he is specifically 
concerned about harvesting 
activities in areas such as 
Hanson Hills, Hartwick Pines 
and the Mason Tract. 

“T would like to see the recre- 
ational areas left alone. I think 
that is an easy thing to do,” 
‘Clement said,

to boost achievement

The school day as students 
know it at the Grayling High 
School is being overhauled by 
district officials. | 

The Crawford AuSable School 
Board, at its regular meeting last 
week, approved the first-reading 
for a policy change that will 
switch the high school from 
operating on a semester schedule 
to a trimester calender. 

Currently, students — are 
enrolled in seven classes during a 
two-semester school year and 
attend the classes every other 
day. 

Under the proposed changes, 
students would be enrolled in 
five classes that would meet on a 
daily basis. The classes would 
tun for two 12-week periods, 
instead of the current 18-week 
semester. 

Crawford AuSable School 
District Superintendent Joe 
Power said the change in the 
school schedule is being prompt- 
ed by the state’s mandated cur- 
riculum that students must learn. 

“The whole purpose is to 
increase student achievement,” 
Powers said. “This is a more effi- 
cient schedule and increases 
instructional time.” 


The classes under the proposed 
schedule would meet for 70 min- 
utes, opposed to the current 
classes which meet for 98 min- 
utes. 

Donie]l Pummell, the Grayling 
High School principal, said the 
trimester schedule makes the 
school day and homework more 
manageable for students, espe- 
cially for those who struggle with 
a Class that they can retake since 
it will be offered more frequent- 
ly. 

“They won't have to wait a full 
year to get themselves out of a 
hole because sometimes they 
don’t see how they’re going to 
get ahead,” Pummel said. 

Powers said the change from 
the semester to the trimester 
schedule will not increase costs 
for the district or alter the amount 
of teachers at the high school. 

Several school districts in 
northern Michigan already oper- 
ate under the trimester school 
year, and Mito, Roscommon and 
Traverse City school districts are 
also. contemplating (tte change, 
Powers said. 

The trimester schedule will 
move forward at the Grayling 
High School if the school board 
approves the final action for the 
change at its February meeting. 
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County ambulance 
ordinance debate continues

Crawford County 
Commissioners pledged to con- 
tinue tweaking an emergency 
services ordinance regulating 
local ambulance operations 
which continues to be heavily 
debated among medical offi- 
cials. 

The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners have been 
studying a proposed emergency 
medical services ordinance for 
the past couple of months. 

A portion of the state’s Public 
Health Code allows municipali- 
ties to adopt ordinances to 
establish procedures for ambu- 
lance services in order to ensure 
reliable, timely and effective 
medical transportation service. 

The . ordinance, which is 
being pushed by Beaver Creek 
Township’ Fire Chief Ed 
Holtcamp, says that the quality 
and reliability of the services 
will be enhanced if an ambu- 
lance contractor is offered an 
exclusive contract to furnish 
both emergency and non-emer- 
gency patient transportation 
between hospitals and other 
medial care facilities. 

The ordinance would require 
all hospitals, nursing homes and 
other inpatient care facilities to 
obtain non-emergency trans- 
portation from the county’s 
medical transportation contrac- 
tor. 

There are exceptions to the 
requirement, however, when the 
contractor can not provide time- 
ly service or an ambulance serv- 
ice funded by a municipality 
can provide the transportation. 

About 30 people attended the 
county board’s regular meeting 
last Wednesday, many repre- 
senting Mercy Hospital 
Grayling and Mobile Medical

Response (MMR), the Saginaw 
based ambulance service the 
county has contracted with 
since 2000. 

Prior to MMR entering the 
county, North Flight, an ambu- 
lance service owned by Munson 
Hospital, had provided county 
wide ambulance services in 
Crawford County for 10 years. 

North Flight had sought a 
subsidy from the county 
because the service had lost 
$500,000 over a five-year peri- 
od while serving Crawford 
County. The county denied the 
subsidy, and contracted with 
MMR for ambulance services. 

North Flight continues to 
maintain an office and ambu- 
lances in Grayling, operating 
out of the Grayling Industrial 
Park. 

Ray Little, the CEO for 
MMR, said the ambulance serv- 
ice is supporting the ordinance 
in order to garner the revenue 
from fees generated from non- 
emergency transfers between 
hospitals and other medical care 
offices. , 

Last year, Little said MMR 
handled 2,200 transfers in 
Crawford County and lost a 
total of $177,000 to maintain 
three 24-hours ambulances 
locally. 

“You pay for that waiting 
time to have that ambulance 
available for the next emer- 
gency and next transfer and it’s 
hard to do in Crawford County 
without a subsidy because we 
don’t have the call volumes 
here, but if we were able to cap- 
ture all of the revenue that is 
available in the system, we 
think we can do a good job of 
that,” Little said. 

Although Mercy Hospital 
Grayling officials say they leave 
the option up to doctors and 
patients''on which’ ambulance 
service handles inner hospital 
transfers, Patti Walker, director 


- for emergency services for 


Mercy Hospital Grayling, 
acknowledged that North Flight 
is the first ambulance to get 
called for a transfer. Walker said 
North Flight is used due to their 
ability to provide critical care to 
patients and for having nurses 
on the back of the rigs. 

Mercy Hospital, which is 
owned by Trinity Health, has a 
management agreement with 
Munson Hospital for services. 

The hospital also utilizes the 
Denton Township Ambulance in 
Roscommon County, MMR, 


North Flight and the Tri- 
Township Ambulance Service 
based in Atlanta — in 
Montmorency County for 
patient transfers. 

Stephanie Riemer-Matuzak, 
the CEO for Mercy Hospital 
Grayling, told the county board 
that the hospital needs to have 
many options available for 
patient transfers to continue to 
provide quality care. 

“In running a smaller hospi- 
tal, you rely on many providers 
and many agencies just to pro- 
vide that basic level of service 
and quality of care that our 
community is counting on .” 
Matuzak said. “To limit that 
flexibility is really going to put 
us in an untenable position.” 

Matuzak added that it is evi- 
dent that the community has 
backed local emergency servic- 
es based on the support of the 
hospital $2.3 million emer- 
gency room expansion, which 
will start being used next 
month, 

Matuzak encouraged the 
county board to allow hospital 
officials to have input into the 
ordinance, claiming that the 
hospital staff has had adversan- 
al communications with MMR. 

“Without that dialogue, we 
are going to end up with some- 
thing that is not going to meet 


enroll ina membership program 
to cover the costs of insurance 
co-pays and deductibles in

“I would not be doing them 
any justice if I did not ask them 
and let them take advantage of 
their program,” Thornton said. 

Thornton said he believes the 
debate over ambulance services 
can be settled as long as county 
officials, hospital staff and 
ambulances personnel are edu- 
cated about the procedures. 

“I do expect the same level of 
care that [ have been providing 
to be continued for that trans- 
fer,” he said. 

Grayling Township 
Supervisor Terry Wright said he 
would like to see regulations 
that would promote the viability 
of emergency transportation 
rather than having multiple 
ambulance services fight over 
the same pot of money. 

“I would much rather see one 
company making a decent prof- 
it so that they can provide serv- 
ices that our little community 
here needs,” Wright said. “TI cer- 
tainly don’t want to hurt the 
hospital because that’s one of 
the biggest benefits we have 
going here in the community.”

Little added that MMR would 
hire nurses and establish critical 
care teams for transports, if 
required by the county and hos- 
pital, but said that established 
protocols must be in place. 

“They have to do it on an 
equal playing field and do it by 
protocol ~ not the way it’s being 
done now,” Little said, 

Bob Thornton, a nurse at 
Mercy Hospital, said he gives 
patients a choice on which 
ambulance company is used due 
to a service utilized by MMR 
which allows customers to 


board will revisit the issue in 
March. The committee will 
work with Crawford County 
Assistant Prosector Dave Sabin 
on issues regarding monitoring 
the ordinance and assessing 
penalty fees for violations. 

Shelly Pinkelman, a county 
commissioner on the county’s 
ambulance advisory committee, 
said she wanted to see language

“I'can not make ‘a patient’s 
choice or a doctor’s choice - I 
just can’t do that,” Pinkelman 
said. 

Dave Stephenson, chairman 
of the County Board of 
Commissioners, stressed that 
health and welfare of the coun- 
ty citizens must be forefront of 
discussion about the ordinance. 

“If we think this ordinance is 
going to provide guaranteed 
funding for someone, I think we 
are going down the wrong 
road,” Stephenson said. “The 
biggest issue is to provide serv- 
ice to the citizens of Crawford 
County that’s the charge to this 
board.”

Susan Thiel, manager for the 
Graying Management Forest 
Unit for the DNR, said she 
thought that issues regarding 
harvesting at Hanson Hills had 
been resolved. Thiel said. that 
she met with Camp Grayling, 
Graying Recreational Authority 
Officials and area citizens 
regarding the harvesting plans. 

Thiel said the stands of oaks 
in the county are being infected 
by disease and will die due to 
their age. 

“We're at the point where 
they’re just going to fall down 
and die on the stump and there 
will be no canopy of tress cov- 
ering the trails,” Thiel said. 
“Like people that succumb to 
basic diseases as they get older 
- trees are same way.” 

Thiel said that trees also will 
not naturally reproduce in the 
area due to the poor soil compo- 
sition, 


“We don’t Hace the nice 


northern hardwoods that adapt 


to a thinning,” said. 

Further, Thiel said that peo- 
ple also must take into account 
the use of modern harvesting 
equipment that can remove a 
stand of trees in days rather 
than taking several months. 

“It doesn’t matter what you

call it - there are going be some 
intense cutting styles that peo- 
ple don’t like because it’s a 
massive change,” Thiel said. 

Officials representing the 
Ogemaw and Roscommon 
County Boards attended the 
meeting last week, addressing 
harvesting issues in their com- 
munities. 

David Wolfe, chairman of 
the Ogemaw County Board, 
said the DNR has closed off 
trails developed by the county 
and destroyed critical wildlife 


habitat near Rose City. 


“I realize cutting needs to be 
done, but it needs to be done in 
such a way that is does not dev- 
astate our natural resources to 
the point where people won't 
come back here,” Wolfe said. 
“We are a'tourism based area 
and that’s the only way we're 
going to make a living here.” 

Oxford resident Bob 
McReavy, a vocal critic of the 
DNR, said clear cutting is hurt- 
ing the deer population in the 
region and having a negative 
impact on tourism, 

“They’re really not looking 
out for the wildlife - it looks 
like they’re just doing it for the 


profit off of the timber,” 
McReavy said 
McReavy is also asking 


Crawford County officials to 
protest a plan to increase hunt- 
ing and fishing fees proposed 
by the DNR. 

Mary Dettloff, spokesperson 
for the DNR, said a workgroup 
representing state officials and 
conservation groups had met on 
proposed fee hikes for several 
months. The Natural Resources 
Commission recommended the 
State approve the fee increases 
in November to help cover a 
budget shortfall for the DNR. 
The state Legislature has the 
final say on whether the fees 
will increase. 

State lawmakers have held 
initial hearings on the proposed 
fee schedule, but there is no leg- 
islation to hike the license nTBES, 
Dettloff said, 

The Crawford County Board 
said they would consider a 
request to send a resolution 
protesting harvesting activities 
to the DNR at its March ways 
and means committee meeting. 

Dave Stephenson, chairman 
of the county board, recom- 
mended that the group take 
their objections to state law- 
makers. 

“If you’re not getting any- 
where with the DNR, you need 
to go to the Legislature,” 
Stephenson said.

Counties want

As road conditions worsen 
and funding decreases in 
Northern Michigan, the 
Michigan Transportation Team 
(MTT) has put together a cam- 
paign to increase road funding 
and possibly raise the gas tax. 

The campaign, called Drive 
MI, will lobby the Legislature 
for a 3-cents-per-gallon hike for 
each of the next three years: a 9- 
cent increase total. 

“It's just a little bit more at the 
pump,” said MTT co-chair Mike 
Nystrom of East Lansing. 

MTT is a coalition of busi- 
ness, labor and government 
groups that are concerned with 
transportation issues, Nystrom 
said, 

Currently there is a $2.7-bil- 
lion gap in funding for road 
projects, he said, and Drive MI 


hopes to close that gap by at 
least $1 billion. The proposed 
tax increase would raise about 
half of that, around $450 mil- 
lion. 

“Any increase would be a 
help,” said Cliff Youngs, manag- 
er of the Osceola County Road 
Commission. 

Youngs said road funding is 
based mainly on population and 
gas purchases, 

“They have to come up with a 
formula to figure how much it 
costs to. maintain a mile of 
road,” he said, adding that 
nobody has addressed those 
actual costs. 

Counties all over Michigan 
are having trouble with funding 
for their roads, said Ed Noyola, 
deputy director of the County 
Road Association of Michigan. 

There is litthe money to 
improve roads, and counties are

“They must also use their own 
snowmobile and pay for any 
equipment they require in order 
to ride.” 

The Wertz Warriors come from 
all walks of life, and whether as a 
rider or as a member of the sup- 
port crew, all work toward raising 
money for Special Olympics 
Michigan. 

“Each Wertz Warrior takes a 
week out of their lives to partici- 
pate in the endurance ride,” 
Battani says. “They are all dedi- 
cated to this cause and raise 
money all year long.

SOMI will host more than 900 


athletes at the 2007 State Winter 
Games to be held at the Grand 
Traverse Resort in Acme, Schuss 
Village in Bellaire, and Howe Ice 
Arena in Traverse City. The 
Wertz Warriors will take part in 
the State Winter Games by giving 
the athletes snowmobile rides 
and by attending opening cere- 
monies Jan. 31. . 

The Wertz Warriors is one 
man's dream transformed into 
reality. Vic Wertz, former Detroit 
Tiger and Hall of Fame’r, had a 
dream to underwrite the direct 
costs of the Special Olympics 
Michigan State Winter Games. 
So, he set out and succeeded to 
enlist many of his friends to help 
him. 

Together, Wertz and his newly 


founded warriors considered a 
variety of ways to generate the 
money needed to fund winter 
sports for children and adults 
with intellectual disabilities in 
Michigan. After considering 
many alternatives, the Wertz 
Warriors contacted SOMI and 
completed their first snowmobile 
endurance ride in February 1982, 
raising $26,000. Twenty-six 
years later they are still riding

more money for roads 


struggling to maintain what they 
have, he said. “But that cannot 
happen with the level of funding 
now.” 

Northern Michigan counties 
are often hit hardest, said Rep. 
Darwin Booher, R-EVART. 

The higher amounts of snow- 
fall and rural roads increase they 
need for road funds, Booher 
said. 

Noyola said, “Any time it 
snows, that's money.” 

Booher said there has been 
recent discussion about turning 
over some financial responsibil- 
ity for roads to townships, even 
though counties technically own 
the roads. 

“This won't go over very big 
with the townships,” Booher 
said. 

Townships receive no money 
for the roads, and they have their 
own tight budgets, he said. 


Tourist areas may be in danger 
of losing business because of 
poor roads, Booher said. 
Although his district doesn’t get 
much road funding due to its 
low population, many visitors 
travel there when on vacation, 
but they will be less likely to do 
so if conditions deteriorate, 

Not all of Northern Michigan 
has been suffering. 

For example, Cadillac roads 
have consistently improved for 
the past 10 years, said city engi- 
neer Bruce DeWitt. “They are in 
better shape now than they used 
to be.” 

Booher said the gas tax 
increase would be a temporary 
solution. 

And as technology makes fuel 
use more efficient, less gas will 
be purchased “and tax revenue 
will continue to drop,” he said. 

Increasing the gas tax isn't the

with his truck. The man, who is 
not being identified by police, 
turned around and drove back 
through the area, but did not see 
Pearce lying on the side of the 
road. 

The man continued — 
where he assessed the damage to 
the front right corner of his truck. 


He did not report what he- 


believed to be a car deer accident 
to police because he did not have 
collision coverage on the truck. 
Deputies said Pearce died on 
impact. Alcohol is believed to be 


a factor with, both. the victim and 
the driver of the truck. my, 

The truck was seized and taken 
to the Crawford County Sheriff’s 
Department, where evidence 
including hair and fiber samples 
from Pearce's clothing were 
taken into evidence. 

Crawford County Sheriff Kirk 
Wakefield said Pearce's family 
said he was living with a brother 
near the Oscoda-Alcona County 
line. Police said Pearce hitched 
hiked to Grayling from Mio to 
visit a female acquaintance. 

Wakefield said that deputies 
had heard that Grayling City 
Police had contact with Pearce 
earlier Wednesday for allegedly 
being intoxicated while walking 


along the 1-75, Business Loop... ... 
_ Under. Michigan | Law,: 
Wakefield said that police can 
not take people into custody for 
appearing intoxicated. 

“Unless they are disorderly, 
it’s not a crime to have alcohol in 
your system and be walking 
down the road,” he said. 

Sgt. Randy Baerlocher, the 
lead investigator for the case, 
said police often transport people 
in harms way to other locations, 
but Pearce likely refused a ride 
from city police. 

“He went about his business, 
and said he did not want their 
help,” Baerlocher said. 

An autopsy was performed on 
Pearce's body at Sparrow 


Hospital in Lansing on Monday. 
A. blood sample was sent to the 
Michigan State Police Crime Lab 
in Bridgeport, which will deter- 
mine Pearce's blood alcoho] level 
at the time he was struck. The lab 
results will not be back for about 
two weeks. 

Evidence technicians from the 
Michigan State Police Lab in 
Grayling will be reconstructing 
the debris and parts gathered at 
the accident scene from the pick- 
up truck. 

“Once we get all the pieces of 
the puzzle, we'll put them in 
front of County Prosecutor John 
Huss to determine if warrants for 
criminal charges will be issued,” 
Baerlocher said. 


High school heating upgrades approved

The Crawford AuSable School 
Board has taken steps to retool 
the heating and cooling system at 
the Grayling High School. 

The school board, at its regular 
meeting last week, agreed to pay 
$42,800 to Peter Basso 
Associates, Inc., a Livonia- 
based engineering firm, for 
planned mechanical upgrades for 
the high school’s heating system. 


Although the high school’s — 
_ heating and ventilation was 


upgraded after voters approved a 
$14.1 million bond issue in 2001, 
the district still has to pay for fur- 
ther improvements due to a state 
mandate regarding energy effi- 
ciency for public buildings, 
Crawford AuSable School 
District Superintendent Joe 
Powers said. 

New digital controls, which 
will be installed on the heating 
and ventilation system, will help 
control the air and water flow in 
the building and electricity used 
to run the equipment, Powers 
said.

The historical photo, several 
weeks ago, sent in by Phyllts 
Bennett Bray, brought a flood of 
memories back. 

One summer in 1956 (1 
thought} I worked at Hanson’s 
Cafe owned by Frank and 
Emma Bennett. I was in high 
school and it was a good place 
to work. The pay was the going 
rate, 50¢ an hour for eight 
hours, a free lunch, and also tips 
which was very little.

The capac- 
ity was 60 (I believe). 

The morning cook was Mrs. 
Norman Johnston, Frank the 
dishwasher, and Emma waited 
tables with me. We wore white 
cotton/nylon uniforms and 
white shoes (bobby socks and 
saddle shoes for me). 

The breakfast shift started at 
6:30 a.m. or 7 am. and Emma 
and I took half the room. 

This was a time when the 
town would have 2,000-4,000 
National Guards or more, with 
no place to go but downtown 
Grayling. They would wander 
the streets and sip a 5¢ coke for 
an hour. It was not uncommon 
for the girls to be reminded “the

guards are our bread and butter, 
so be nice to them.” Frank 
Bennett, Harold -Long, and 
Devere Dawson were protective 
of their girls and would ask the 
guards to move along. 

On review weekend, the 
restaurant would run out of 
some foods and the A & P 
almost did too. 

In the afternoon sometimes, 
Frank couldn’t keep up with the 
dishes and he would close the 
door to catch up or just close for 
the rest of the day. I knew it 
was hard for him to stand on his 
bad foot but he never com- 
plained or got grumpy. 

Summers were hot, no matter 
the temperature. Mr. Harold 
Jarmen dressed in his straw hat, 
starched white shirt and tie and 
would come for breakfast. He 
always sat on the same stool at 
the counter and Emma always 
waited on him No matter what 
he asked for, Emma had tt, be it 
grapefruit, cantaloupe, straw- 
berries or blueberries, out the 
back door, down the alley, 
across the street to the A&P 
store, she’d get it and serve it 
with a smile. 

In her 1 1/2 inch heels she

worked circles around me and 
seemed tireless. 

I also worked a summer for 
Harold Long (Long’s 
Restaurant), Herluf Sorenson 
(Sorenson’s Sporting/Fountain) 
and Eari and DeVere Dawson’s 
Drug Store during school days. 
Along with Marilyn Burtch and. 
Elaine Goss Campbell (Class of 
1957) we worked evenings. The 
pay was 50¢ an hour. We 
worked from 6 p.m. - 10 p.m., 
and swept the floor after clos- 
ing, then we walked home. 

Our senior: year, Dawson’s 
burned and we were out of a job. 
All of these employers were 
good to work for. They treated 
you fairly and a good work ethic 
was learned. It never hurt me to 
work in the summer for school. 
] learned responsibility and how 
to budget money. 

Looking back on my years in 
Grayling, it was a quiet, sim- 
pler, and safe place to grow up. 
I am glad I had the Bennett’s, 
Long’s, and Dawson’s in my 
life.

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to changing weather

With tourism revenue down 
for Northern Michigan business- 
es, ‘hopes are high that cold 
weather lasts and winter — and 
visitors — is here to stay. 

“We've seen a lot of the ski 
areas not open to full capacity,” 
said Kirsten Borgstrom, media 
relations manager for Travel 
Michigan. “However, many of 
the resorts and communities put 
a spin on the winter weather and 
continued to draw.” 

“For example, Boyne Resorts 
have an indoor water park and 
they have been promoting it 
more,” she said. “Luckily we are 
starting to dip below 28 degrees 
and business owners are jump- 
ing up and down because winter 
is here.” 

Travel Michigan is the state’s 


official tourism promotion arm. — 


“We have heard numbers are 
down where the weather is a fac- 
tor,” said Borgstrom., 

However, if opportunities 
exist for travelers that don’t 
depend on cold weather, such as 
Boyne’s water park, they are still 
drawing visitors. 

“Clearly, the mild start has 
certainly impacted tourism up 
here,” said Brad VanDommelen, 
president of the Traverse City 
Convention and Visitor’s 
Bureau. “Those that depend on 


snow have been impacted 
more.” 
For Northern Michigan, 


where the economy depends 
heavily on tourism from down- 
state residents and other visitors, 
the belated winter arrived just in 
time. 


Grayling Youth Booster Club 


“This is the most challenging 
winter I’ve had,’ said Jim 
Bartlett, general manager of 
Nub’s Nob Ski Area in Harbor 
Springs. “However, we are not 
as down as you would think. We 
are 13 percent off versus last 
year’s season.” 

Other ski resorts have been 
able to minimize the economic 
damage with reasonably good 
conditions due to machine-made 
snow on warmer days, said 
VanDommelen. 

“Ski conditions have got 
much better recently,” he said. 

The ski area in Harbor Springs 
was able to offer all of its 
groomed slopes and trails for the 
first time this season on Friday, 
said Bartlett. 

In comparison, it opened with 
all its slopes for the first time on 
Dec. 17, 2005, for the 2005-06 
season. 

Although his business isn’t as 
slow as might be feared, Bartlett 
said, he wished the state had 
done more to promote winter 
tourism during the warmer-than- 
usual period. 

“I’m very disappointed in the 
state travel bureau,” he said. 
“They haven’t spent one dime 
on winter tourism. They have 
allocated 100 percent to summer 
tourism, even if we have a good 
year. 

“We're an important part of 
the local economy. We have 
something to sell,” Bartlett 
added. 

VanDommelen said his office 
works with Travel Michigan and 
they’ve discussed expanding 
more into winter promotions. 

“But in order to do more, they 


need the resources to do so,” he 
added. 

Travel Michigan, like other 
State agencies, is finding it diffi- 
cult to get enough funding. 

“It’s important for representa- 
tives to understand how impor- 
tant tourism is and the benefits 
of state tourism,” VanDommelen 
said. 

“We have a national quality 
product here,” he added. “We 
don’t have a product problem, 
we have a promotion problem.” 

Organizers of local winter fes- 
tivals hope people will come, but 
there’s some fear tourists won't 
be aware they’re still going on. 

“We've had a fot of people 
say, ‘Oh no, it’s not going to 
happen,’ but it is,” said Denise 
MacKenzie, a, member of the 
Houghton Lake Tip-Up Town 
executive committee. 

Tip-Up Town, one of the 
largest Northern Michigan win- 
ter festivals, began Jan. 19 and 
will continue Jan. 27 and 28.
